N ll-in iportant phase of the present 
A Chinese military imbroglio, which 
h: » endangered foreign lives that 
alicn troops are now stationed there, is 
the question of military supplies. From 
what sources are the contending Chinese 
forces muniticned, and how great are 
their reserves? 

It is impossible to estimate accurately 
the number of rifles, artillery and other 
armament in China today. There is 
likely not a large quantity, nor much of 
modern make. The marked difference 
in models of the various guns and rifles

These arsenals are scattered throughout 
China. Each works as a separate unit 
and there is little or no cooperation be- 
tween them. 


Main Arsenals. 

The three largest and best are at Muk- 
den (controlled by General Chang Tso- 
lin), at Shanghai (controlled by General 
Chiang Kai-shek), and at Hanyang (con- 
trolled by General Tang Sheng-chih).

The Mukden arsenal was 
equipped with Chinese machinery, but re- 
cently additions have been built and 
equipped with foreign machinery. The 


output includes field guns, machine guns, 


rifles and ammunition for all weapons, 
trench mortars (made under the super- 
vision of a British expert), aeroplane 
parts and poison gas. Big caliber ar- 
tillery and Lewis guns will be manu- 
factured when the new additions are com- 
plete. In 1921, the arsenal was turning 
out 10.500 rifle cartridges a day. It ex-

Shanghai Output Varied. 

The Shanghai arsenal is equipped with 
sritish and German machinery and can 
manuiacture 9-inch field pieces (average 
output 50 a year), German Schneider 
1898 model rifles, cartridges at the rate 
of 50,000 monthly, and black, brown and 
smokeless powder.

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U.S. Fleet Now at 
Anchor at New York 


EW YORK, April 29 (Special).—Ma- 

jestic and inspiring, 122 warships 
of the United States Fleet under Admiral 
Charles F. Hughes, are now at anchor 
or alongside ddécks at New York City, 
at Staten Island, in the Hudson River, 
the East River, and at the Navy Yard, 
Brooklyn. The vessels comprise the 
largest aggregation of warships ever ta 
enter the Port of New York. The bulk 
of this mighty armada arrived on the 
morning of April 29 at the time set de- 
spite the haze which made navigation 
difficult. The usual salutes were ex- 
changed between the ships and the hare 
bor forts. 

Despite months of hard drill and tace 
tical work at the Naval Base at Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, and the buffeting about 
the ships received on the voyage north, 
they looked as spick and span as they 
entered the Narrows, as if they had just 
come out of dry dock. 

Accorded Hearty Welcome. 

The ships arrived at New York to give 
officers and men a well-earned rest of 
16 days, and a most generous and sincere 
welcome was extended them by the City 
of New York. 

The personnel of the Fleet in port con- 
sists of 2,277 officers (including 13 flag 
officers), 28,657 Bluejackets, and some 
1,000 Marines. The vessels comprise all 
There are 11 great battleships, 
60 destroyers, 1 armored cruiser, 3 light 
cruisers, 10 submarines, 1 aircraft ten- 
der, 3 submarine tenders, 3 mine sweep- 
ers, 6 mine layers, and 21 other supply 
and auxiliary vessels. 

Admiral Hughes entered the port of 
New York aboard his flagship, the 
armored cruiser Seattle, the pennant and 
blue flag of the Admiral, with four white 
stars flying at the main. 

Planes Met Fleet. 

Army and Navy planes met the Fleet 
before it reached the Narrows, and New 
York fire boats played mighty streams 
of water aloft, like moving fountains. 
Steam whistles from merchant craft, and 
factories along shore shrieked a_ wel- 
come, and crowds of people ashore looked 
on with admiration as the vessels passed 
along. 

The New York City Boat Macom, with 
the Hon. James J. Walker and other offi- 
cials aboard, went down the bay to greet 
the fleet. When the Seattle dropped an- 
chor off 96th Street, the mayor went 
aboard the Seattle, to pay his respects to 
Admiral Hughes, and to welcome the 
fleet on behalf of the City of New York. 
He was received with honors. 

Admiral Hughes and staff, returned 
the visit a little later at the City Hall, 
where remarks appropriate to the oc- 
casion were made by Admiral Hughes, 
Mayor Walker, and others. The vessels 
of the fleet will be open to visits from 
the public in the afternoon.

RESIDENT COOLIDGE’S speech before the United Press in New York on 
Wednesday night, coupled with the appointment of Colonel Henry L. Stimson, 
one time Secretary of War, as a special commissioner to Nicaragua, has convinced 
the mass of editorial writers that the foreign policy of the Administration is not 
aggressive, not militaristic, but based solely upon the protection of American life 
and property. Of course, politics enter into the views expressed, but it is noteworthy 
that all of the Republican and most of the independent papers feel that the course 
being pursued is in accordance with right and the best interests of the United States. 
As to Colonel Stimson, apparently the editors feel that with such an astute and 
trained observer in the actual field the hope expressed by the State Department that 
through his appointment it will obtain “information on which this Government can 
more intelligently base its future action” will have an excellent chance of being 
realized. All sorts of conjectures have been made as to how much authority has 
been draped around the Colonel’s shoulders, but the general belief is that he would 
have in no circumstances accepted the post merely as “the eyes of the President.” 
Despite the barrier thrown out by Admiral Latimer which has effectually stopped 
the importation of arms from Mexico, and the number of Marines now in the coun- 
try, the opinion expressed in many editorials is that the situation in Nicaragua has 
reached a point of stalemate. 


rpue Nicaraguan Canal project has also been the source of much comment recently 
™ in the press, and again Colonel Stimson’s presence in Nicaragua is accounted 
for. Even if in the near future the Panama Canal is enlarged to accommodate the 
growing traffic which flows through it there are many advocates of a Nicaraguan 
Canal not only out of commercial considerations but as a strategic move as well; on 
the theory that it would be harder for the enemy to destroy two canals than one, also 
that it would mean the end of revolutions in Nicaragua, and the establishment of a 
continuous stable government in that country. The idea of building a canal through 
Nicaragua dates from Van Buren’s administration and the estimate given at that 
time for building it was $25,000,000. A treaty was ratified in 1916 granting the 
route to the United States and at the same time this Government was also granted 
a 99-year lease of two islands in the Gulf of Fonesco for use as a naval station with 
an option of renewal. 


THHE New York Times (Democratic) points out that the President wishes to pre- 

serve and defend the rights of American citizens, but he is equally solicitous 
that the sovercignty of other nations shall not be trenched upon by anything that 
we do. 

“In asserting that the peeple of the United States are today without belligerent 
animus,” observes the Times, “that they wish to be on friendly footing with the for- 
eign nations whose trade and commerce mean so much to us; that they prefer peace- 
ful and negotiated settlements of even sharp disputes, Mr. Coolidge was only stating 
facts known to all. The whole tone of his address, when we remember that he is 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, and responsible for upholding our 
national dignity abroad, is restrained and peace-loving.”

N an earlier editorial, the Times applies the words “admirable and timely” to the 
Stimson appointment, and adds: 

“The end of the difficulty is by no means in sight; but if our government comes 
forward, through Colonel Stimson, to offer a well-considered plan of settlement, it 
will go far to silence criticism, and particularly to refute the charge, so widely 
echoed in South America and in Europe, that the sending of our marines to Nica- 
ragua was a sinister development of ‘American imperialism.’ ” 

It is apparent that the President’s speech was fashioned in order to answer the 
charge to which the Times refers, and which was repeated by the Baltimore Sun 
(Democratic) in the statement that “the administration is determined to exercise a 
protectorate over Nicaragua and to have a Government there agreeable to its 
wishes.” The New York: Tribune (Republican), supporting the President, declares 
that “his policy has been far sighted. It has also been successful. Relations with 
Mexico have improved, and peace in Nicaragua is nearer today than at any time since 
the Sacasa insurrection started. The President’s program in spirit is truly Amer- 
ican.” 


"THE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican) says: 

“In short, there is no intention of making war on China or Mexico or Nicaragua, 
There is, however, every intention of taking care of our own people wherever they 
may happen to be. This is a sound foreign policy, so sound and so simple that it 
baffles the understanding of a good many of America’s own self-minding critics.” 

The Montana Record Herald (Independent) states that “according to Washing- 
ton reports” there is much talk in Army and Navy circles of the Atlantic-Pacific 
canal problem. “Military officers,” says the Record Herald, “are quoted lately as 
favoring the construction of another canal on the Nicaraguan route. 

“This project would cost a billion dollars. There is an alternate plan to enlarge 
the Panama Canal and add to the present number of locks at a cost of from 150 
millions to 250 millions. The Army and Navy chiefs are said to favor the construc. 
tion of the second canal upon the theory that, in a war, it would be more difficult for 
an enemy to block two canals than one.”

Navy Department from Newport, R. I., 
to be the Navy representative. 

The Joint Board will seek to co-ordi- 
nate the general principles of promotion 
of the three Services. One of the main 
questions they will be called upon to 
decide will be the amount of compensa- 
granted officers of corre- 
sponding rank who will be separated 
from the Services. The question of time 
in grade will also be taken up, it is un- 
derstood. 

The Services, under plans, 
will necessarily differ in the details of 
legislation on promotion which will be

presented to Congress. 

The General Officers’ Board will study 
the recommendations which will be sub- 
mitted by boards already appointed by 
Corps Area Commanders and Chiefs of 
3ranches. In the selection of this 
Board,. the Secretary of War has pro- 
vided representation for graduates of 
the U. S. Military Academy, officers com- 
missioned from the ranks of the Regular 
Army, and officers who have entered the 
Regular Army after service in emer- 
gency forces. Furthermore, these gen- 
eral officers represent both the line and 
staff of the Army, and those branches 
of the service wherein the personnel 
situation presents marked difficulties. 

Gen. Patrick is a graduate of the U. 
S. Military Academy. As chief of Air 
Corps he is informed not only of officer 
personnel problems in that corps but 
also in both line and staff branches, the 
Air Corps being a technical and supply 
branch as well as a combat branch. 

Gen. Ely is a graduate of the U. S. 
Military Academy. All of his service 
has been in the line. He is at present 
serving as Cortmandant of the War Col- 
lege and was formerly Commandant of 
the Command and General Staff School. 
His conspicuous war service and his sub- 


sequent duties particularly fit him to 


appreciate how peace expericnce con- 
tributes to war efficiency. 
Gen. Allen served for two years as 


an elisted man prior to receiving a com- 
mission. As Chief of Infantry he is in- 
formed of officer personnel problems in 
the largest branch, where there are rep- 
resented all those groups of officers 
whose situation is under survey. 

Gen. Brown served as an enlisted man 
for three years prior to receiving a com- 
mission. He has served as both a line 
and a staff officer. At present he com- 
mands the 1st Corps Area. 

Gen. Booth served as a volunteer of- 
ficer during the Spanish-American War 


and entered the Regular Army at the 
time of re-organization in 1901. He is 


therefore well qualified to view the per- 
sonnel situation from the standpoint of 
officers who, after serving in temporary 
forces during war, subsequently ac- 
cepted appointments in the regular serv- 
ice. He was Commandant of the Cavy- 
alry School at Fort Riley, Kan., and is 
now Assistant Chief of Staff G-4. 

Every member of the Board is a gen- 
eral officer as a result of conspicuous 


service during the World War. Each 
has been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal. Gen. Ely has also been 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross.

Gen. Fox Conner Leaves W. D. 
HEN Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, U. 8. A., 
relinquishes the post of Deputy Chief 

of Staff to Brig. Gen. Briant H. Wells 

today, the War Department General 

Staff loses the services of its outstand- 

ing budget expert and one of the ablest 

officers of the Army. 

Gen. Conner goes to Ft. Hamilton to 
assume command of the First Division. 
In the Fall he will assume command of 
the Hawaiian Division and later take 
over the Hawaiian Department succeed- 
ing Maj. Gen. E. M. Lewis, U. S. A,, 
who retires Dec. 10. 

Departure Universally Regretted. 

The departure of Gen. Conner is uni- 
versally regretted not only by officers in 
the Department but by Senators, Repre- 
sentatives and other Government officials 
with whom he came in contact and who 
are highly impress<¢ |! by his ability. 

The chief task of Gen. Conner, which 
he handled so efficiently, was the prep- 
aration of the War Department budget 
estimates. On his shoulders was placed 
the burden of compressing the Army, 
activities within limits fixed by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget without lowering the 
effectiveness of the military establish- 
ment. Gen. Conner handled this matter 
with such impartiality and fairness that 
his recommendations were universally 
commended and carried great weight 
with the Chief of Staff and Secretary 
of War. 

Known for Hard Work. 

His devotion to the multiple tasks ac- 
cruing to the Deputy Chief of Staff have 
made “hard work” and “Conner” synon- 
ymous in Army circles. He has been 
characterized by those who know him 
best as the “Hoover of the War Depart- 
ment.” 

This because he has labored so dili- 
gently and shown the same capacity for 
organization through acquaintance with 
all phases of his duties and understand- 
ing of baffling problems as the more 
widely known Secretary of Commerce. 

Has Distinguished Service. 

Gen. Conner’s achievements in the 
War Department are only part of his 
brilliant record. During the World War 
he was Assistant Chief of Staff in charge 
of the Operations Section, G. H. Q., A. E. 
F., and in that capacity acted as prin- 
cipal adviser to Gen. Pershing on all 
questions relative to the movement and 
operations of combantant troops. He 
was a tower of strength in G. H. Q. and 
more than once straightened out what 
seemed to be hopeless confusion.

ABSORBING LITERATURE ON NAVY BEANS, ETC., PUBLISHED. 
( F all recent books published on naval subjects the one that perhaps means most 
to the sailorman is the Navy Cook Book, which is about to be issued to the naval 
service. 

This cook book is designed to meet two very real needs: First, an actual guide 
for commissary officers and their assistants in the actual preparation of the food 
served the enlisted personnel of the Navy; second, a text book for use in the training 
of the Navy’s cooks and bakers, both in the correspondence courses conducted by the 
Bureau of Navigation (Training Division) and at the schools for cooks and bakers 
at the Training Stations, Hampton Roads, Va., and San Diego, Calif. (The latter 
will be established July 1, 1927). 

The Navy Cook Book contains a comprehensive collection of recipes embracing 
all the usual dishes served by Navy general messes. These recipes show not only 
the proper method of preparation of the dishes they cover, but also the actual 
quantity of each ingredient entering into them. This latter factor is most important 
as it eliminates any guesswork on this score and makes it possible to determine the 
exact quantities of food which should be issued to the galley to prepare the exact 
quantity of each dish required for any given number of men. 

Special consideration has been given to the problem of messing on board de- 
stroyers and other small craft on board which there is no experienced commissary 
officer. On this score, the Navy Cook Book contains menus for 30 days which, if 
followed, should insure against overissue. In addition, a table of sea stores for 
small craft is included for use in stocking provisions for a cruise, so as to provide a 
well balanced table. This book is by far the best work of its kind ever published by 
the Navy Department.

THE Navy Department has announced

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE. 
THE SERVICES AS AGENCIES OF PEACE. 
"THERE are two aspects of the speech on America’s foreign policy delivered by 

President Coolidge before the United Press in New York on-Wednesday night 
which are of especial interest to the Army and the Navy and Marine Corps. The 
first is the absence of any note of aggression and the declaration that protection of 
American life and property in Mexico, Nicaragua and China is the sole purpose of 
the Administration. The second is the President’s realization of the influence of 
the press upon the relations of peoples. As to the former, murder and rapine are 
murder and rapine wherever committed, whether in the United States or in a foreign 
country; and just as it is our duty to punish and repair those crimes within our own 
jurisdiction, so it is our obligation to see that punishment and reparation be ob- 
tained for our citizens wronged abroad. As the President properly observes, “we 
are not making war on Nicaragua any more than a policeman on the street is mak- 
ing war on passers-by. We are there to protect our citizens and their property from 
being destroyed by war and to lend every encouragement we can to the restoration 
That, in short, is the service the Navy and the Marines are rendering in 
Nicaragua and China. They are not instruments of the war power, they are the 
agencies through which peace is being established and maintained. It is a use of 
the Services known to them since their creation. It required the President to make 
this use more effectually known to the people as a whole. 

The Services, too, will be in sympathy with the President’s expressions regard- 
ing the attitude of the press on foreign affairs. He pointed out that hostilities do 
not break out suddenly; they are the result of long and assiduous cultivation. He 
wants the press to be American, to support its institutions and its policies, and as he 
sees it, “no American can profit by selling his own country for foreign favor.” 
Whether the pacifists know it or not, they are in fact selling their country for foreign 
favor; for it is obvious that a weak United States would not receive its meed of 
justice and right. The Army, the Navy and Marine Corps do not want war if it can 
be honorably avoided; but they do want to be prepared and equipped for it should 
such a condition arise. And the very fact of preparation, supported by and made 
known through our press, would assure service as the agencies of peace even in 
tenser difficulties than those now existing in the countries south of us and the Far 
East.

HILE the tragedy at Langley Field 
which resulted in the deaths of 
Lieut. Comdr. Noel Davis, U. S. N. R., 
and Lt. S. H. Wooster, U. S. N.,- marked 
ene of the greatest losses to aviation, 
there is nothing contained in the varied 
reports thereof which would in ary way 
justify public loss of confidence ir air- 
craft either large or small, :nilitary or 
commercial, single or multiengined. It 
is particularly unfortunate that acci- 
dents of one another have oe- 
curred to certain of the aircraft pre- 
paring for the trans-Atlantic flight, but 
there is no justification for the public 
belief that these accidents all result 
from a somewhat similar cause o1 
reason,

It was gonerally reported, and, I be- 
lieve, substantiated, that the Fonck acci- 
dent of last summer was due to a too 
heavy load being carried, and that the 
recent accident to the Byrd plane, 
“America,” a short time ago was due 
to its being too lightly loaded, particu- 
larly in the after part. From such re- 
ports as have been received, it would 
seem, however, that the Davis crash was 
not due primarily to either one of these 
causes but particularly to the fact that 
the machine after landing rolled on into 
a mud hole where the wheels stuck, 
causing the piane to tip up on its nose 

For this reason it is difficult and un- 
just to attempt to draw a lesson from 
the accident as well as impossible to sug- 
gest a remedy. The outstanding fact 
proved is that the pilots of our services 
are of the finest of any in the world and 
that given any kind of an even chance 
they can almost accomplish the impos- 
sible. 

These two service pilots, preducts of 
usual service training and of about 
,average flying experience of military and 
naval aviators, made a perfect landing 
under the most difficult of conditions 
carrying a load reported to be some 
17,000 pounds, a fact, so far as I know, 
never before accomplished under similar 
and circumstances anywhere 
That fate should have in- 
tervened after a perfect landing adds 
peculiarly to the tragedy.
